wells. 

The third motion is pot, In com- 
parison with the first and second, of 
wuch urgency, but as It Is closely 
teluted to the first two [ suggest that 
we consider it also:—That the ques- 
tion of drainage in these arcas be 
immediately investigated and that a 
comprehensive scheme be introduced 
as soon as possible to improve tho 
cdsting insanitary conditlons. 

The motions were seconded by Dr. 
MacLeod, and carried unanimiously.

A proposed amendment to the

High altitude flying alsv callk for 
exceptionally careful handling of 
the alreraft, for though the thin 
alr offers the minimum of resis- 
tance to the aircraft's passage und 
so permits of the attainment of 
higher speeds, its buoyancy js far 
Jess than at lower levels. 


Even to maintain level OAlght it 
becomes necessary to keep the alr- 
craft In o slightly tail-down at- 
titude so that the wings are pre- 
sented to the alrstream at their 
angle of maxtmum Iift. 


A stecp turn in that thin air 
would be Impossible and to attempt

Sir Alexander Rogers’ mission to 
India, arronged by the Ministry of 
Supply in London, which is to in- 
clude » meeting el Delhi of delegates 
from Indio, Australia, New Zealand,

The Military Cross, instituted 
on December 31, 1914, can only 
be earned by officers of or below 
the rank of major in the Army, 
Indian Army or Colonial Forces.

77 in August last year, Indepen- 
dent supplies consumed by villagers 
totalled 13.11 ‘million gallons as 
ogalnst 12.31 in August last year.

yinphasises the utgency of this re~ 
quirement and hopes that opproval 
will be given to‘the Water Authority 
to carry out the work without delay. 

Insanitary Wells

Hospital Bombed 
London, Sept. 10. 

A communique — Issued Jointly by 
the Alt Ministry ond the Ministry 
of Home Security to-day stated — 
“Following the heavy losses Inflict- 
ed on him by our fighters and the 
repulsing of hia attacks yesterday 
evening, the enemy han now thrown 
off all pretence of confining himself 
to military targets, 

Reports recelved during the night 
show that bombs were scattered at 
random over London, without dis- 
tinctlon ns to objectives. They have 
fallen in the city and have caused 
fires In the Immedinte vicinity of St. 
Poul's Cathedral and the Guildhall, 
They have fallen on a large matern- 
{ty hospital, which was twice attack- 
ed, and a number of casunitics have 
been cnused. They have fallen on 
a Poor Law institutton for the nged, 
on a London City Councii housing 
estate, and on a large ni r of 
workmen’s cottages, especially in the 
Enst End of London, which was 
heavily and repeatedly attacked.

Some pilots expericnce no dis- 
comfort up to heights as great as 
15,000 feet, but the majority begin 
to suffer from the want of oxygen 
—cevidenced by shortage of breath 
and a growing feeling of ftassitude 
—soon after passing the 10,000 
feet mark. 


To guard aguinst risk of — pre- 
mature collapse it is the usual 
practice in the Royal Air Force for 
oxygen) inhalation to begin at

fn a bomber aircraft the oxygen 
supply is stored in meta) bottles 
which are stowed ino central 
position In the aircraft.

Provided this procedure js rigid- 
ly adhered to and the supply rate 
steadily increased ns height ts 
Katned a normal crew will experl-~ 
ence no il-effects and Ittle dis- 
cumfort at helght os greal os four 
and five miles above the earth, 

Above 35,000 feet hewever, the 
low pressure of the atmosphere 
mnkes breathing, even with the aid 
of an oxygen-mask, impossible and 
it then becomes necessary to en- 
case the airman in an airtight 
“pressure” sult, resembling a 
diver's outfit, inside which a pre- 
determined pressure, suMcient to 
permit of the inhalation of oxygen, 
coun be malntained. 


An Altitude Adventure 


MILITARY — alreraft, however, 
seldem attain heights greater than 
about 30,000 feet. At these grent 
ultitudes the alrman’s life may 
depend upon the efficient function- 
ing of his oxygen supply. 

Not every man can count: upon 
being as fortunate as the pilot of 
uw Splttire Aghter who recently 
Tainted at a great height owing blo 
a fallure in his oxygen system and 
recovered consclousness some mo- 
ments later to find his aircraft 
plunging earthwards under full 
engine in an almost vertical dive 


Anstinctlvely, and before he had 
fully regained his senses, be cased 
back the control column and such 
was the accumulated velocity of 
his dive that, next Instant, he 
found himself climbing _ nearly 
vertically af some 400 miles an 
hour, 


A failure of the oxygen supply 
at heights below 20,000 feet, or the 
temporary disconnecting of the 
mask while the wearer alters his 
position in the aircraft, will not 
necessarily result in an immediate 
loss of cansclousness, though there 
will be discomfort, varying in 
direct’ proportion to the height at 
which the cutting-off of the supply 
occurs,

But the thin alr of great helghts 
still takes its toll of an aircraft's 
performance by reducing Its rate 
of climb and rendering it for less 
manoeuvrable than at lower levels. 


At heights above 20,000 fect, for 
example, the attenuated atmo- 
sphere provides so lite “lift” for 
the acroplane’s wings that, com- 
bined with the lower powcr out- 
put of the engines, 
climb muy fall to about one-tenth 
of the alrcraft’s ground level 
ability. In other words, an air 
eraft which can climb from ground 
level to 3,000 feet in 2 minutes 
may well take 20 minutes to climb 
from 25,000 feet to 28,000. 


High altitude fying also calls for 
exceptionally careful handling of 
the aircraft, for though the thin 
atr offers the minimum of resis- 
tance to the aircraft's passage and 
so permits of the attainment of 
higher speeds, Its buoyancy js far 
less than at lower levels. 


Even to maintain level flight It 
becomes necessary to keep the afr- 
craft in ao slightly tail-down at- 
titude so that the wings sre pre- 
sented to the alrstream at their 
angle of maximum Ilft. 


A steep turn in that thin air 
would be impossfole and to attempt 
it would result only in an im- 
mediate Joss of hefght as the aire 
craft, suddenly robbed of much of 
Its lift by the altercd angle of the 
wings, slipped sidcways on one 
wing-tip.'
